Spearheading  its  thrust  toward 
academics,  the  ASBYU  Innovations 
Committee  has  proposed  a plan  to 
provide  students  the  chance  to  develop 
their  own  mini-courses  for  credit. 

Under  the  proposal,  a group  of  students 
with  similar  interests  would  be  allowed  to 
outline  a readings  program  of  study  on  a 
subject  and  at  completion  receive  credit 
toward  graduation  for  it. 

The  idea  is  based  on  the  experience  of 
five  BYU  students  who  were  allowed  to 
complete  such  a course  last  spring. 

“They  were  very  successful,”  explained 
Craig  Hickman,  AIC  committee  member. 
“It  gave  us  a good  model  to  use  in  the 
construction  of  our  proposal. 

“If  the  program  goes  through,  I doubt 
that  any  student  with  a grade  point 
average  less  than  2.5  would  be  allowed  to 
participate,”  Hickman  said. 

“It  is  a really  exciting  thought,”  said 
John  Baird,  ASBYU  Vice-President  of 
Academics.  “The  difficulty  in  this 
proposal,  though,  is  finding  a niche  in  the 
academic  picture  when  so  much  is  going 
on  at  the  administrative  level.” 

The  proposal  on  mini-courses  is  the 


-first  of  “hopefully  many,”  says  Baird.  It 
has  now  been  presented  for  further 
scrutiny  to  faculty  and  administrators  for 
their  views  on  its  feasibility. 

The  committee  is  also  engaged  in  the 
study  of  three  other  academic  proposals 
it  hopes  will  soon  be  ready  to  feed  into 
proper  administrative  channels  for 
consideration.

Changes  discussed 


Discussion  on  revisions  in  the 
power  of  the  constitution  and 
Supreme  Court  dominated  the 
Wednesday  evening  meeting  of  the 
ASBYU  Executive  Council. 

A proposal  that  would  expand 
the  role  of  the  College  Council  to 
include  soliciting  student 
feedback  on  ASBYU  activities  was 
introduced  for  preliminary 
discussion.  It  came  as  a result  of  a 
suggestion  from  the  Young 
Democrats  that  the  council 
include  a Student  Senate  in  the 
newly  proposed  Constitution. 

“It  was  really  good  that  we  held 
off  two  weeks  on  the  final  draft 
of  the  new  constitution,”  said  Bill 
Fillmore,  ASBYU  president.  “We 
had  some  good  ideas  come  in.” 

Fillmore  also  announced  the 
final  draft  of  the  new  constitution 
would  be  ready  Friday. 

Another  informal  proposal  was 
made  for  preliminary  discussion. 


The  item  would  restructure  the 
court  system  to  provide  a means 
to  handle  cases  dealing  with  club 
infractions. 

The  suggestions  in  this  area 
were  presented  for  feedback  from 
the  council.  The  first  would  give 
jurisdiction  in  such  matters  to  the 
traffic  court  along  with  its  present 
duties.  Another  proposal  would 
create  a special  court  for  these 
specific  cases.  The  final  suggestion 
would  authorize  the  Supreme 
Court  to' handle  these  cases. 

The  formal  proposal  will  be 
brought  before  the  council  in  the 
next  meeting. 

An  allocation  of  $1,300  was 
accepted  by  the  council  for  the 
funding  of  Indian  Week,  to  be 
Nov.  6 through  Nov.  10.  A $548 
proposal  to  fund  Belle  of  the  Y 
was  tabled  for  further  study  by 
the  Finance  Office. 


Wilkinson  Center 
adds  new  equipment 


An  outdoor  recreation 
equipment  rental  program, 
sponsored  by  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  will  begin  Friday  at  10 
a.m. 

In  the  past,  the  Wilkinson 
Center  has  rented  out  bicycles  and 
games.  However,  the  program  is 
expanding  to  include  10-speed 
bicycles  along  with  a variety  of 
outdoor  equipment,  according  to 
Jay  Eitner,  assistant  director  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center  Business 
Activities. 

The  outdoor  equipment  is 
divided  into  three  groups.  The 
first  group  is  the  picnic  supplies, 
and  includes  such  equipment  as 
camp  stoves,  grills,  tables  and 
Thermos  coolers.  The  second 
group  is  for  campers.  It  adds  tents 
and  sleeping  bags  to  the  cooking 
gear.  Hikers  are  included  in  the 
third  group,  and  are  provided  with 
back  packs  and  lanterns,  along 
with  the  sleeping  and  cooking 
gear. 

Other  equipment  includes 
rubber  rafts,  toboggans,  sleds, 
fishing  gear  and  archery 
equipment. 

Rental  fees  are  nominal  due  to  a 
$1500  contribution  by  the 


ASBYU,  according  to  Eitner. 
Sleeping  bags  rent  for  $1  a day, 
and  lanterns  and  cooking  gear  are 
25  to  30  cents  a day. 

“Winter  camping  and  hiking 
have  real  possibilities,”  said 
Eitner,  who  feels  that  the  program 
is  an  experiment,  and  will  advance 
as  student  needs  are  anticipated. 

The  equipment  will  be  located 
on  the  north  end  of  the  porch,  on 
the  first  floor,  east  entrance 
ELWC,  from  10  a.m.  to  6 p.m.

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Peace:  another  view 

As  the  facts  are  unfolding,  it  appears  that  the  reasons  for  such  a late 
but  timely  settlement  of  the  Vietnam  conflict  might  have  more  than 
has  been  taken  into  account. 

James  Reston  of  the  New  York  Times  probably  has  illuminated  the 
matter  better  than  anyone  else  in  his  outline  of  four  events  which  have 
broken  the  stalemate.  Traditionally  the  New  York  Times  has  been 
anti-Nixon,  even  to  the  point  of  endorsing  McGovern,  so  the  sola piece 
comes  as  a surprise  to  McGovernites  and  Nixonites  alike. 

In  summary,  his  four  factors  that  led  up  to  the  peace  agreement  are 
these: 

• President  Nixon’s  decision  of  last  May  8 to  break  the  Communist 
offensive  by  mining  Haiphong  harbor,  and  committing  his  aircraft 
carriers  and  B52’s  to  the  battle. 

• His  compromise  offer  on  that  same  day  to  “stop  all  acts  of  force 
throughout  Indochina”  and  withdraw  “all  American  forces  from 
Vietnam  within  four  months,”  provided  all  prisoners  of  war  were 
released  and  an  internationally  supervised  ceasefire  had  begun. 

• The  decision  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  China  to  tolerate  the 
President’s  military  counteroffensive  and,  after  the  successful  defense 
of  South  Vietnam  by  Saigon’s  army  and  American  air  power,  to  urge 
Hanoi  and  the  South  Vietnamese  Communists  to  accept  Nixon’s 
compromise. 

• The  defeat  of  Gen.  No  Nguyen  Giap’s  “total  victory”  faction  in  the 
Hanoi  politburo,  after  the  failure  of  the  Communist  Easter  drive,  by  the 
reconstruction  faction  that  feared  continuation  of  the  war  would  not 
capture  South  Vietnam  but  might  destroy  North  Vietnam. 

Another  newspaper  suggests  that  Hanoi  read  between  the  lines  of  the 
recent  trade  agreements  and  other  deals  between  the  U.S.  and  Russia 
and  Red  China.  The  message  from  this  is  clear,  abcording  to  that  paper. 
What  was  once  a.  crusade  against  capitalism  had  become  a hindrance  to 
things  that  both  Moscow  and  Peking  want. 

Debate,  of  course,  will  never  end  on  the  matter.  Hawks  will  believe 
increased  bombing  could  have  brought  things  to  a swift  finish  years  ago 
and  doves  will  say  that  more  compromise  in  the  later  Johnson  years  and 
the  early  Nixon  years  could  have  achieved  a denouement. 

Yet,  so  far  as  this  last  decisive  phase  of  the  prolonged  Vietnam 
bloodbath  is  concerned,  it  was  undoubtedly  the  combination  of  power 
and  compromise  that  broke  the  Communist  offensive  finally,  and,  with 
the  restraint  of  Moscow  and  Peking,  persuaded  Hanoi  that  it  had  more 
to  lose  by  continuing  than  by  compromising. 

Ads  for  better  living 

Ever  looked  for  a pen  all  over  the  room  and  found  it  right  in  your  top 
pocket  after  what  seems  like  hours  of  searching? 

Commercials  for  Better  Living  are  something  like  that.  A new 
showing  on  the  TV  screen,  they  are  little  timepieces  which  attempt  to 
help  us  “find”  those  things  which  we  have  near  us  and  don’t  appreciate. 

Take  a recent  BLC  on  wading.  Before  it  snowed,  the  words  and 
thoughts  expressed  in  the  commercial  were  enough  to  help  anyone 
discover  “puddle-wonderful”  world: 

“Take  your  shoes  off  and  find  some  shallow  water . . . that  cool  clear 
puddle  from  the  latest  cloudburst  would  be  ideal.  Notice  how  your 
head  stays  dry  in  this  safe  water  sport . . .It’s  quiet  too-you  won’t 
disturb  the  fish.  Relaxing  for  tired  feet ...  If  anybody  asks  you  what 
you’re  doing  tell  them  you’re  ‘wading  for  Godot.’  That’ll  stop  any 
smart  remarks  right  there.” 

This  piece  of  living  does  more  for  a person  than  any  toilet  bowl  or 
deodorant  commercial  could.  In  fact,  it  seems  ironic  to  call  the  BLC’s 
‘commercials.’  Commercials,  for  the  most  part,  try  to  sell  an  artificial 
product  while  BLC’s  are  trying  to  display  natural  products  already  sold. 

The  most  important  message  they  have  for  the  living-room  world  is 
an  admonishment  to  take  a little  extra  time  to  notice  those  things 
around  us-knee  wrinkles,  fingerprints,  how  fast  your  eyes  dilate,  etc. 

With  more  of  the  same  kinds  of  things  on  television,  no  one  would 
harbor  ill  feelings  toward  such  a constructively  designed 
information-output,  aesthetic-input  device. 

Hold  it,  who’s  for  whom? 

Charles  Schultze,  a top  economic  adviser  to  Sen.  McGovern,  said  the 
other  day  that  “there  would  be  longer  pqriods  of  significant 
inflationary  pressure  under  a McGovern  administration  that  under  a 
re-elected  Nixon.” 

Now  listen  to  Wilber  Mills,  the  conservative  Democrat  and  House 
Ways  and  Means  chairman,  speaking  in  defense  of  the  Nixon 
administration’s  proposal  to  enact  an  anti-inflationary  budget  ceiling: 
“We’re  going  into  ruination  and  fiscal  bankruptcy.  The  dollar’s 
declining  value  . . . Every  place  you  look  we’ve  got  a crisis.” 

At  last  notice  Mills  was  McGovern’s  choice  for  secretary  of  the 
treasury. 


“I’ll  run  over  and  pick  up  my  unemployment  check  and  then  drop  off  at  the 
university  to  see  what’s  holding  up  my  check  on  my  federal  education  grant 
and  look  into  my  research  grant  check.  Meanwhile,  you  go  to  the  planned 
parenthood  clinic  and  pick  up  your  free  pills  and  then  go  to  the  free  health 
center  to  get  my  new  glasses.  We’ll  meet  at  the  Federal  Building  at  noon  and 
protest  the  government’s  bureaucratic,  mercenary  rip-off  methods.” 


So  often  we  hear  from  those 
students  who  have  been  with  BYU 
Semester  Abroad  and  from  others 
who  have  traveled  to  parts  foreign 
that  the  American  image  abroad  is 
truly  ‘ugly.’ 

What  causes  such  a 
thing- perhaps  an  obvious  display 
of  U.S.  affluence  in  a 
poverty-stricken  country,  crass 
ignorance  of  practicing,  culture,  or 
a disrespect  for  the  country  ancU 
its  people  only  seeing  it  as  a place  . 
to  visit,  all  count  as  factors  that 
hglp.  cultivate  such  a stereotype. 

Whatever  it  is,  few  Americans 
,caa.:lick  the  stigma  so  it  was  with 
a sense  of  warm  pride  that  we 
read  recently  of  Wallace  E. 
Keiderling,  cultural  affairs  officer 
to  the  U.S.  embassy  in  Asuncion, 
Paraguay: 

During  his  nearly  three  years  in 
the  Paraguayan  capital, 
Keiderling-better  known  as 
Wally-has  done  much  to 
distinguish  himself. 

First,  he  learned  to  speak 
Guarani,  the  Indian  dialect  used 
by  most  Paraguayans.  He  is  the 
only  member  of  the  foreign 
diplomatic  corps  in  Paraguay  to 
have  taken  the  trouble.  He 
followed  this  by  mastering  the 
Paraguayan  harp,  no  mean  trick, 
either. 

In  the  meantime,  he  undertook 
the  complete  refurnishing  of  the 
Paraguayan-American  cultural 
center,  transforming  it  into  a 
vibrant  place  where  1,000 
students  are  studying  English. 

His  identification  with  Paraguay 
was  so  complete,  and  his  friends 
were  so  numerous  that  there  was 
consternation  when  he  was 
ordered  back  to  Washington  for 
re-assignment.  Word  from  the 
State  Department  was  that 
Keiderling  did  not  quite  fit  the

proper  mold  for  a career  employe, 
that  he  was  a shade  too  out-going. 

Within  days,  petitions  carrying 
more  than  10,000  signatures  and 
some  thumbprints  of  persons  who 
can’t  write^-were  presented  to  the 
U.S.  charge  d’affaires  in  Asuncion, 
Ralph  Richardson,  asking  that 
Keiderling’s  tour  in  Paraguay  be 
extended. 

And  that’s  where  the  matter  lies 
at  present. 

As  for  Keiderling,  apparently 
he’s  going  to  continue  being  a nice 
guy-

The  implication  clearly  is  that  no 
woman  goes  on  a mission  because  of  a 
burning  testimony  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  with  the  desire  to 
share  her  joy  with  others,  but  simply 
because  no  one  has  proposed  to  her 
yet.  As  a returned  missionary  I wish  to 
refute  this  pernicious  suggestion,  and 
add  that  anyone  who  goes  on  a mission 
for  superficial  reasons  is  going  to  get 
the  shock  of  their  lives. 

I ask  that  the  writer  of  the  article 
apologize  to  all  female  returned 
missionaries.

Citations  still  issued 


A “Provo  Beautification”  drive 
is  scheduled  for  Nov.  6-18.  Provo 
residents  are  urged  to  participate 
through  their  clubs,  branches  or 
service  organizations. 

“In  the  past  there  has  been  too 
much  reliance  on  BYU  students,” 
said  Ron  Helquist,  administrative 
assistant  to  the  Provo  mayor, 
meaning  too  often  Provo  residents 
expect  BYU  students  to  take  care 
of  those  uncared-for  properties. 
He  hopes  through  the  effort  to 
involve  all  Provo  residents, 
students  will  only  be  involved  in 
the  extra  projects. 

A letter  has  been  distributed  to 
all  local  churches,  Provo  branches 
and  organizations,  informing 
members  of  the  drive  and 
requesting  their  participation. 

“The  emphasis  of  the  drive  is  to 
provide  assistance  to  those  who 
can’t  do  it  themselves,”  noted 
Helquist. 

“Provo  Beautification”  has  been 
divided  into  two  main 
concentrations.  The  first  is  to 
remove  all  dead  vegetation  and 
generally  prepare  Provo  for  the 
winter  months.  Secondly,  in  the 
spring,  a rehabilitation  of  the  land 
such  as  planting  of  trees  and 
shrubbery  will  be  instigated, 
explained  Helquist. 


area  will  contribute  by  engaging  in 
at  least  one  project. 

Various  projects  will  include 
removal  of  leaves,  trimming  of 
trees  and  shrubs,  cutting  lawns, 
cleaning  gutters,  weeding, 
repairing  or  removing  of  old 
fences,  sheds  and  barns  and 
removal  of  junk  cars. 

While  BYU  clubs  or 
organizations  will  only  be  directly 
involved  in  excess  projects,  the 
extra  manpower  needed  to  cover 
all  the  projects  that  will  come  up 
was  emphasized  by  Helquist. 

Craig  Griffiths,  vice-president  of 
student  community  services,  has 
requested  student  organizations 
contact  him  at  ext.  3901.  He  will 
then  assign  them  a project  or 
forward  them  to  Helquist.  The 
importance  of  each  club, 
organization  or  ward  offering  its 
assistance  was  stressed. 

Participating  groups  are  urged 
to  supply  their  own  tools,  but 
those  without  sufficient  amounts 
can  obtain  more  through  Griffiths 
or  Helquist. 


Citations  are  still  being  issued 
occasionally  to  faculty  and  staff 
members  who  failed  to  renew 
parking  permits  which  expired  on 
Oct.  15. 


Robert  Kelshaw,  Assistant 
Security  Chief,  said  permits  which 
were  scheduled  to  expire  on  Feb. 
28,  1973  actually  expired  on  Oct. 
15. 

“The  necessity  to  renew  faculty 
and  staff  parking  permits  prior  to 
the  original  renewal  date  was 
instigated  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  unauthorized  vehicles 


possessed  the  ‘A’  bumper  sticker,” 
said  Kelshaw. 

Unauthorized  people  have 
obtained  the  regular  faculty/staff 
permits  through  various  means 
and  this  has  considerably  reduced 
the  control  of  parking  in 
restricted  areas,  he  added. 

Kelshaw  also  said  faculty  and 
staff  members  were  notified  of 
the  change  through  the  weekly 
faculty  bulletin  and  through 
various  deans  and  directors. 

Parking  permits  which  are 
scheduled  to  expire  Feb.  28,  1974 
are  not  affected  by  the  change.

Campus  housing  is  taking  on  a 
new  look  for  1972. 

BYU  housing  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  a $400,000  renovation 
program  which  includes  new 
ceilings  and  carpets  for  the  men’s 
dorms  in  Helaman  Halls,  draperies 
for  the  Helaman  lounges  and  new 
roofs  for  Wymount  Terrace,  said 
Bruce  Barrett,  assistant  director  of 
Housing. 

The  largest  project  in  the 
program  is  the  re-roofing  of 
Wy moung  Terrace,  he  said. 

Because  of  drainage  problems 
and  leaks  caused  by  expansion 
and  contraction,  the  roofs  were 


re-designed  to  create  a positive 
drainage,  said  Barrett. 

Last  year  one  of  the  roofs  was 
remade  and  studied.  When  the 
new  design  was  proven 
satisfactory,  work  began  on  the 
other  buildings,  Barrett 
continued.  To  date,  two-thirds  of 
the  buildings  have  been 
completed. 

According  to  Barrett,  life  span 
for  a roof  is  around  20  years;  the 
Wymount  roofs  lasted  only  10 
years.  “With  the  new  roofs  they 
hope  to  get  a good  long  life,” 


Barrett  added. 

The  men’s  dorms  in  Helaman 
Halls  have  undergone  a face-lift  to 
add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
residents.  New  carpets  on  the 
floors  not  only  add  to  the 
appearance  of  the  rooms  but  serve 
as  an  insulator  to  muffle  noise 
coming  between  floors,  Barrett 
said. 

The  new  ceilings  are  a hard 
acoustical  plaster  and  replace  the 
soft  tile  ceilings  which  were  an 
eyesore  with  their  many  scars  and 
repairs.  “The  new  ceiling  is  not  as 
easily  damaged  as  the  old  one  and 
looks  a lot  better,”  Barrett  noted.

Blind  yet  productive

The  County  Attorney  is  one 
person  that  BYU  students  may 
not  know  or  even  think  is 
involved  with  them  or  their 
school. 

Utah  County  Attorney,  Arnold 
C.  Roylance,  is  a graduate  of 


BYU,  taught  school  in  Springville 
for  two  years,  and  then  attended 
Law  School  at  the  University  of 
Utah,  graduating  with  a Law 
Degree  in  1932.  He  practiced  in 
Springville  until  1937  when 
elected  County  Attorney. 


When  asked  how  his  blindness 
has  affected  his  life,  he  said, 
“When  you  have  to  do  something, 
you  can  do  it.  You  have  to  decide 
whether  you  are  going  to  sit  and 
do  nothing,  or  get  out  and  do  it.” 
To  point  this  out,  he  said  that 
while  at  BYU  he  got  his  letter  in 
wrestling,  and  then  got  another  in 
wrestling  at  the  University  of 
Utah. 


THE  COUNTY  Attorney’s 
office  has  the  responsibility  of 
initiating  every  criminal  action 
that  violates  state  laws  in  Utah 
County,  whether  it  is  a felony  or  a 
misdemeanor.

BYU,  and  has  been  involved  with 
students  for  many  years. 

Roylance  has  been  a resident  of 
Springville  for  65  years.  Losing  his 
eyesight  while  a child,  he  has  been 
blind  most  of  his  life.  He  went  to 
elementary  school  in  Springville 
until  losing  his  sight,  thereafter 
attending  an  Ogden  school  for  the 
blind  until  the  eighth  grade.

Bennett  assails  McGovern, 


sees  free  world  spreading 


Concurring  with  President 
Nixon’s  underplayed  campaign 
techniques,  Utah  Republican 
Senator  Wallace  Bennett  said  in  a 
question  and  answer  period  on 
campus  yesterday,  “It  has  always 
been  my  policy  that  when  you’ve 
got  the  vote,  shut  up.” 


“MCGOVERN  would  be  a very 
dangerous  man  as  President,” 
asserted  Bennett  and  claimed  that 
McGovern  is  a populist  with  no 
faith  in  the  productive  system  of 
the  United  States. 

Bennett  labeled  McGovern  as 
“the  son  of  a minister  who  has  no 
experience  in  business  and  who 
was  almost  never  heard  of  in 
debate  in  Congress.” 

A shift  from  national  politics  to 
international  policies  dominated 
the  remainder  of  the  period  with 
Bennett  maintaining  that  Russia 
and  China  would  eventually  be 
brought  back  to  the  free  world. 


HE  POINTED  OUT  that  when 
he  entered  the  Senate  in  1951,  the 
United  States  viewed  Russia  as  an 
adversary  that  would  eventually 
meet  the  US  in  war.  “This  view  is 
changing,”  said  Bennett,  “as  the 
knowledge  of  the  free  world  seeps 
through  the  iron  curtain  and  the 
people  demand  to  know  more.” 

As  an  example  of  this  change, 
Bennett  illustrated  Russia’s 


District  Attorney’s  office 
to  be  eliminated  in  county 


On  January  1,  1973,  the 
District  Attorney’s  office  will  be 
eliminated,  leaving  the  County 
Attorney  as  the  sole  prosecutor 
in  Utah  County. 

Three  years  ago  District 
Attorney  Richard  L.  Maxfield 
recommended  to  the  state 
legislature  that  the  District 
Attorney’s  office  be  dissolved. 

According  to  Maxfield,  the 
1 970  State  Legislature  passed 
the  bill  to  do  away  with 
duplication  and  inefficiency 
between  the  two  offices. 

“Up  to  now  the  County 
Attorney  handled  the 
preliminary  investigation  and 
hearing  and  then  bound  the  case 
over  to  district  court  for 
prosecution,”  noted  Maxfield. 

“The  District  Attorney  may 
never  hear  of  the  case  until  it  is 


bound  over  to  him,”  Maxfield 
said.  “This  means  that  another 
investigation  must  take  place  by 
the  District  Attorney’s  office.” 


In  a preliminary  hearing  the 
County  Attorney  gets  to  know 
his  witnesses,  but  the  District 
Attorney  has  no  contact  with 
them  until  the  case  is  bound 


“The  County  Attorney’s 
office  will  stay  on  a case  and  see 
it  through,”  said  Arnold  C. 
Roylance,  County  Attorney.  “It 
will  make  it  much  more  effective 
because  one  prosecutor  will  stay 
on  a case  from  beginning  to 
end.” 

Roylance  said  he  will  have  to 
increase  his  staff  from  four  to 
seven  part-time  attorneys  with 
two  or  three  full-time  attorneys. 


When  asked  if  his  office  has  had 
much  contact  with  BYU  students, 
he  said,  “In  a school  of  25,000 
students,  you  have  X number  of 
crimes.  Drugs  seem  to  be  a 
problem  but  BYU  Security  is  on 
top  of  this  problem  and  does  a 
good  job  of  controlling  it.” 


Summing  up  his  philosophy  for 
success,  Roylance  said,  “The 
fundamental  principal  of  an 
honest  day’s  work  for  an  honest 
day’s  pay  is  still  applicable.  You 
have  to  put  into  life  what  you 
expect  to  get  out  of  it.” 
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purchase  of  wheat  from  the 
United  States  and  exchange  talks 
with  China. 

Bennett  viewed  the 
International  Monetary  Reform  as 
a parallel  to  the  U.S.  currency 
reform.  Originally  paper  money 
wasn’t  trusted.  Then  it  became 
the  medium  of  exchange,  and 
credit  was  extended  through 
checking  accounts.  This  reform  is 
occurring  on  the  international 
level  with  credit  called  “special 
drawing  rights.” 


Utah  labor  increases 


The  Utah  County  labor  report 
bulletin  for  October  showed 
employment  in  the  county 
increased  by  500  workers  during 
the  month  of  October. 

The  total  number  of  workers  in 
the  labor  force  in  mid-October 
reached  a peak  of  50,730.  This 
increase  showed  a growth  of  4.1 
per  cent  in  the  number  of  workers 
available  in  the  Utah  County  area 
in  1971. 

Utah  County’s  rate  of 
unemployment,  meanwhile, 
continued  downward  falling  from 
4.6  in  mid-September  to  4,3  in 
mid-October.  This  drop  in 
unemployment  represented  a total 
of  2, 1 90  persons  unemployed  and 
was  125  less  than  September  1972 
and  559  less  than  October  1971.

Members  of  BYU’s  offensive 
und  defensive  coaching  staffs  will 
be  wired  for  science  Saturday  to 
show  the  effects  of  stress  on  their 
heart  rates. 

The  heart  throbs  of  coaches 
'Dewey  Warren  and  Dick  Felt  will 
be  metered  during  the  Wyoming 
contest  as  part  of  an  experiment 
being  conducted  by  students  Don 
Olsen  and  John  Ramey,  in 
conjunction  with  BYU’s  Human 
Performance  Research  Lab. 

THE  PURPOSE  of  the  test  is  to 
determine  how  much  stress  or 
excitement  the  coaches 
experience  as  a result  of  the  game 
and  also  to  see  if  the  degree  of 
concern  between  the  offense  and 
defense  differs,  said  Olsen. 

Although  a coach  is  “sidelined*’ 
for  every  game,  it  is  ihe 
hypothesis  of  student-researcher 
Olsen  that  coaches  through  their 
vicarious  involvement  may 
experience  more  stress  than  their 
hearts  can  stand. 

At  least  one  .coach  died  of  a 
heart  attack  last  season,  according 
to  Dr.  P.  E.  Allsen,  faculty 
isponsor  for  the  project,  because 
his  heart  exceeded  the  maximal 
rate  for  his  physical  conditions 
The  problem,  explained 
research  lab  director  Dr.  Garth 
Fisher,  is  that  a coach  may  not  be 
physically  capable  of  the  same 
activity  as  his  players.  But  he 
relates  so  closely  -to  that  activity 
during  a game  that  his  heart  ends 
up  pounding  as  rapidly  as  if  he 
were  out  thdre  playing  himself. 


COACHES  WARREN  and  Felt 
have  already  had  their  heart  rates 
metered  during  the  two  previous 
home  games  against  UTEP  and 
Arizona  State. 

Before  the  tests  began  the  two 
coaches  were  run  on  a treadmill 
for  as  long  as  they  could  last  to 
determine  their  maximal  heart 
rates. 

This  data  later  enabled  the 
researchers  to  measure  the 
percentage  of  maximal  heart  rate 
obtained  by  the  coaches  during 
the  game.  For  example,  Dewey 
Warren’s  heart  reached  90  percent 
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of  its  maximal  rate  during  BYU’s 
loss  to  Arizona  State. 

Two  electrodes  attached  to  the 
coaches’  chests  are  connected  to  a 
mini-transmitter  about  the  size  of 
a transistor  radio  battery  which 
sends  out  signals  picked  up  by  a 
standard  FM  receiver. 

The  offensive  and  defensive 
beats  are  then  simultaneously 
recorded  on  separate  tracks  of  a 
two-track  stereo  and  the  events  of 
the  game  are  taped  to  correspond 
directly  with  the  response  of  the 
“tell-tale  hearts.” 

Olsen  emphasized  that  the 
experiment  is  not  supposed  to 
prove  anything  but  rather  its 
purpose  is  to  gather  data  for 
statistical  analysis. 

Concerning  the  final 
observations  to  be  made  this 
Saturday  Dr.  Fisher  commented, 
“So  far  we  have  conducted  the 
test  in  games  where  we  barely 
won  and  where  we  lost  by  a large 
margin,  so  a big  win  over 
Wyoming  would  be  ideal.”
